His wife died a few days after his 
return on November 14. Disabled free further service, 
Perris removed in tho spring cf 1782 to his land 
on the New River.

Here is now situated Rearisburg 
station. He later established a ferry, kept a small 
stock of goods and Later tan "ordinary".

Tho older George Rearis was leng a magistrate of Mont¬ 
gomery and Giles counties; sat in the courts of both coun¬ 
ties; and was, for a term, magistrate cf G-ilcs. The first 
court of the latter county was held in a house belonging 
tc him. Tho land for the county buildings and town was 
given by him and from him iearisburg took its name. 

He died November 4, 1810 and was buried on his farm, cn 
the hill southwest cf xearisburg station.
